TOGO BETWEEN TWO FIRES. 
St. Petersburg, ApriK 10—There is 


reason to believe that Vice Admit a! 
Roje.stvensky's entrance into.the Chi- 
na sea has been followed by orders 
for the cruisers Gromoboi, Rosaia, and 
Bogatyr, which have been ready for 
some time at Vladivostok, to put to 
sea. 
Whether it is the intention to 


send them south immediately or to 
hold them in the vicinity of Vladi- 
vostok is not known. Their' appear- 
ance outside the roadstead of Vladi- 
vostok would, constitute a potential 
threat against Admiral Togo's rear, 
which will compel the retention in or 
dispatch of a number of heavy fight- 
Ing ships to Japanese waters. Thus 
Admiral -'Togo seenis to be virtually 
placed between two fires. 


To Extend Olive Branch. 


The peace influences in the govern- 


ment urge that this favorable strategic 
position presents the psychological 
moment 
for 
offering -officially 
the 


olive branch to Japan, reasoning that 
i;o matter how confident the Japan- 
ese government may be of Togo's vic- 
tory it. cannot overlook the possibility 
of defeat nor fail to appreciate the 
complete disaster which would follow 
the transfer of the mastery of the sea 
to Russia. 


With so much depending upon the 


Issue, they argue, both countries have

Insist Upon a Hearing. 


CHURCH MANUAL PROVIDES A WAY 


Allegation At The Boston Conference That the Oil Mag- 


nate Is Guilty Of Extortion, Is 


Sufficient.

New York, April 10. — If any mem"

oc the 
Fifth 
Avenue Baptist 


church formally calls attention to tho 
fact that charges of extortion were 
made against John D. Rockefeller at 
.the Boston conference of 
Congrega- 


tional ministers the church must put 
Mr. Rockefeller on trial, and if the 
charges 9 re found true it must expel 
him. The pastor of Mr. Rockefeller's 
church has no $ption in the matter. 
It ia the Baptist law. On page 44 of 
the Baptist Church Manual is the fol- 
lowing: • 


"The moral tone of the entire mem- 


bership may be • lowered by the 
bad 


example of one member. 


"No opportunity should be afforded 


to one guilty of misdemeanors to 
shield himself behind some graver 
offender who remains in the church 
unrebuked. 


"A 
further 
aim 
(of church dis- 


cipline) is to save others in the 
church who may be tempted into sin 
or corrupted by the evil example of 
one already guilty." 


Duty to Put Him on Trial. 


It Is the duty of the church, of its 


own motion, to put on trial any mem- 
bers who have been accused publiciy 
of a misdeed of any character. Ths 
same obligation that rests upon the. 
church as a whole rests upon each 
member as an individual, 


This being -the case, exponents 
of, 


the Baptist doctrine declare the mem- 
bers of the Fifth Avenue church will 
not be faithful to tiie church law 'if 
they 
do cut 
institute proceedings 


'against Mr. Rockefeller at once. Aside 
rr.om this, it is the imperative duty 


of" i"if. Rockefeller, according -to the 
Jaw of the Baptist church, to demand 
an investigation. 


No church is more rigorous in the 


Bcrutiny of the character of its mem- 
bers, or should be if the law of the 
church is adhered to, than the Bap- 
tist. The fact that charges against a 
member may be believed to be un- 
true does not excuse the church from 
pushing the. investigation. Those per- 
sons who have made a study of church 
law and have followed the Rockefeller 
case from the beginning of the $100,- 
000 'gift controversy, are wondering 
whether the members of the 
Fifth 


Avenue congregation will meet the is- 
sue boldly or dodge it. 


Oil King Not to Court Inquiry. 


No one who knows Mr. Rockefeller 


and h-is dislike for notoriety believes 
he will court an investigation. It is 
more to his liking to be silent and let 
time heal his troubles. 


No case which has developed in the 


Baptist'church in recent years is con- 
sidered of more importance than this 
one. 
In the eyes of the church all 


members are equal. If the Rockefel- 
ler matter is not- brought to an issue 
now there is certain to be a recrudes- 
cence of the trouble later. It will be 
argued by .unswerving advocates .of 
the canonical law that members .of 
the Fifth Avenue church are stultify-' 
ing themselves by ignoring the facts. 


Each Baptist, church practically is; 


independent, and' is the judge of its 
own1 members, but in a case so impor- 
tant and. interesting as that .of the 
richest man in the world not only oth- 
er churches but als'b" other denomina- 
tions take upon themselves the right 
to counsel, suggest or criticize.

FLAMES STARTED THEATRE 
GOERS IN A PANIC SUNDAY 


Fire In a Kokomo Playhouse Causes Men 


And Women To Rush For The 


Exits. 
, •. , 


Kokomo, Ind., April 10.—A fire in 


the upper balcony of the Slpe theater 
Sunday night, caused by the ignition 
of moving picture films, sent a streak 
of flame far back into the gallery, 
burning scores of persons, aud caused 
a panic in which scores of others were 
injured. 


Men and women fought and tram- 


pled over each other to reach the 
exits, scrambled over seats, a'nd broke 
and jumped from windows. A youth 
leaped from 'a window in the upper 
balcony and probably will die. 


More than GOO persons were in the 


audience and filled nearly every seat 
in !.he playhouse. 
The first act had 


ended aud the moving picture ma- 
chine was being used to amuse the 
audience while the scenery was being 
shifted. Suddenly the long roll'of cell- 
uloid films used on the machine be- 
came ignited from contact with an 
electric light. 
, "Look out, everybody, the theater is 
on fire!" shouted the operator of tho 
machine as the flames burst forth. 
They shot forward instantly along the 
celluloid- and readied the roll, which 
was being unwound. 
Then came an 


explosion and a . wild rush for the 
exits began. 


As the blaze was seen in the dark- 


ened auditorium below a score of men 
cried "Fire!" and the GOO spectators 
in the three sections of the theater be- 
gan a race 
for 
the 
exits. 
Albert 


Jacobs, 37 years old, broke through 
a large window in the upper gallery 
jrnd leaped fifty!, feet to-the ground. 


,n-;*2 iiis- icgs were uroften and he re- 
ceived other injuries which, it is be- 
lieved, will make his recovery im- 
possible.

The flames burned themselves out, 


and in a few moments the danger was 
past. 
Those in_ the npper gallery,, 


seeing th'isi did not join so wildly in 
the flight, b u t - i n the other parts of 
tho theater the rush .continued. 


Leap Through Windows.

I enter into 


no theological controversy but look 
upon any and all who are sincere, 
earnest, and truthful in their religion, 
those who aro honest in their convic- 
tions, with respect. . 


Christ, when Ho • departed 
bodily 


from this, earth, left no church as a 
visible organization: He loft a num- 
ber of devoted followers to carry on. 
the work that he started. These fol- 
lowers gathered into communities'for 
the purpose of observing the teach- 
ings of Christ, but their rules fire not 
adapted to the present times and can 
fairly bo said, doubtless, to have been 
mistakes then. 


Beginnings of Churches 


These followers were not all of the 


same opinion. Peter, like many oth- 
ers, wanted to found a church on the 
Jewish organizations. 
Paul left the 


'Israelites, went through the Roman 
•empire preaching and formed in the 
different communities which he visit- 
ed what afterwards'became churches. 
These churches in time -came togeth- 
er for mutual help and protection and 
there are the beginnings of the great 
Roman Catholic church. 
It. was nat- 


ural that the church at the leading 
city ot the different political divisions 
of'the world became 
the 
leading, 


churches and their pastors gained a" 
commanding influence and Rome, Al- 
exandria, Constantinople and Ephesus 
became religious -.centers.

The Roman Churches 


•'As the Roman empire was formed, 


.so were the churches having the Rom- 
an institution for a head similarly or- 
ganized. 
Corresponding to the pro- 


consuls were the bishops 
and . as 


Rome was the great center of the 
empire the bishop there became the 
head of-, the organization. 
The: iclivi- 


sipn of the empire- resulted in a -divi- 
sibn of the church and there grew up 
the eastern 
and 
western 
Catholic 


churches, the Greek and Roman, but 
these were closely connected, as were 
the'empires. 
The churches are kin- 


tired and a communicant 
can pass 


easily from one to the other. 


Protestant Organizations 


In the sixteenth century a protest 


against'the-order of things i n - the 
church arose and the so-called refor- 
mation came. Luther among the Ger- 
mans and Calvin among the French 
and Scotch led movements to sep- 
arate from the Roman Catholic or- 
ganization. Later John Robinson with 
a band of Puritans, demanding what 
they termed 
religious freedom, 
left 


England and went to Leyden, Hol- 
land, while it smaller band went in 
the Mayflower to America, landing at 
Plymouth. 
From the pilgrims grew 


'the Congregational denomination and 
though they demanded religious free- 
dom they were not always liberal. 
They persecuted witches at Salem 
and drove out P.oge'r Williams, who 
•went south to Providence and insti- 
tuted the Baptist denomination. 


Purpose 'Identical 


I am a Congregationallst probably 


Tjecause my early associations led me 
into the Congregational church. Each 
creed's purpose is to lead men to 
Christ and, therefore. I accept one. 
There arc the different organizations, 
but the purpose of all are similar, 
arc identical—to lead men to a better

whether sick or well, and this will 
be a wonderful stride in the direction 
of prevention, as it benefits the heart, 
lungs, air passages, mucous surfaces, 
and the circulation. The next precau- 
tion is in the care of the skin. Now 
to put it in perfect condition to resist 
attacks of disease I have on seveial 
occasions explained, but as many will 
read this article who did not see those 
previously 
published. I will again 


briefly state the method: 


White 
wine 
vinegar, just strong 


enough to cause a very slight smart- 
ing, should be well heated, say, about 
a pint of it. and if a teaspoonful of 


' salt be added so much the better. Tno 
temperature 
of the room should be 


guch that the- nude body is not uncom- 
fortable. 
Thoroughly sponge the en- 


tire body; .even the head will be all 
the better if it is also included, and 
Its cleansing, purifying, antiseptic ac- 
tion will.be perfect. Dry the body by 
patting 
gently with 
a warm, soft 


towel, and then again go over the en- 
tire surface with a thorough inunction 
of almond or olive <jjl, vaseline, gorsc 
grease, or hen oil. I speak of these 
last 
two because In many country 


homes they are to be had when the 
i'ormer and preferred lubricants are 
not easily secured. But, no 
matter 


which is used, it should first be h.eated: 
and then carefully rubbed into the 
skin, gently manipulating so that it 
may be absorbed and enliven every 
inch of the surface. This may be re- 
peated every night if desired, but Ic 
will probably not be necessary to thus 
treat the skin oftener than once every 
three days, and if the treatment is 
extended to the head, care should te 
taken in protecting the scalp at night 
with a close-fitting cap or other cover- 
ing that will not 
come off during 


sleep, and then the oil and vinegar 
should be thoroughly washed out of 
the hair on arising in the morning, 
lining warm, soft water, if it is to be 
had, and a good scalp soap and ring- 
ing well in cold, soft water to finish. 
Then dry the scalp thoroughly before 
going into the open air, or otherwise 
a cold, which may bring on the very 
condition we are seeking to avoid, may 
be taken. 


If, however, the disease has already 


obtained a foothold then other and ad- 
ditional means must be adopted. The 
treatment given for severe colds will 
usually prove effectual if the case is 
promptly taken in hand, and the pa- 
titfnt is sensible enough 
to remain 


indpors, and, better still, in bed. It 
there is fever, the fomentation to the 
feet, aud gentle but not excessive cool- 
Ing to the spine will prove beneficial. 
Do not keep the room abovesthe usual 
heat. ' The patient 
will 
sometimes 


complain ot cold, although the clinical 
thermometer shows h,im to have fever. 
This is caused by a congestion of the 
blood to the center or vital organs 
and closing of the pores. Hot ginger 
tea will quickly relieve this condi- 
tion, and if the skin treatment is used 
it will not.be likely to recur, although 
those who have studied these articles 
will remember that where fever is evi- 
dent, inunction of the entire body with 
oil of any kind will increase it. There- 
fore this part of the treatment/should 
be con&ned to the back only. Consti- 


. pation must be avoided, and the dice 


should be of a character that will not 
aggravate the difficulty; dry, toasted, 
whole wheat bread, with, hot milk, will 
be found gratifying to the appetite and 
very wholesome. 
A 
daily dose of 


about one to two grains of pure red 
pepper will be of great value in both 
warding off an attack of grip and in 
preventing its progress after it has 
already developed. 
If you have no 


way of weighing the pepper the quan- 
tity should be about the size of a 
navy bean. It may be taken in a tea- 
spoonful of milk or in a No. 5 capsule. 
One hundred No. 5 capsules can be 
purchased at a drug store for from 
15 'to 25 cents, and five cents worth of 
red pepper will fill them, making a 
very cheap and effective remedy.
